DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, Including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
December 8, 2005 has been entered. 

As the claims are drawn to more than one invention, a restriction is required as 
set forth below. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 and 3-10, drawn to a method for reducing Insulin and/or glucose 
plasma level(s) in a subject afflicted with diabetes comprising 
administrating to the subject an effective amount of crude Dunaliella 
powder, thereby reducing the subject's plasma insulin and/or glucose 
plasma level(s), classified in class 514, subclass 866 or class 424, 
subclass 195.17. 

II. Claims 2 and 11-18, drawn to a method fore increasing HDL cholesterol 
levels in the plasma of a subject having low HLD cholesterol levels 
comprising administrating to the subject an effect amount of crude 
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Dunaliella powder, thereby increasing the HDL cholesterol level in a 
statistically significant manner, classified in class 514, subclass 783 or 
class 424, subclass 195.17. 

III. Claims 19-26, drawn to a method for treating atherosclerosis comprising 
administrating to a subject in need thereof an effective amount of crude 
Dunaliella powder together with one or more activators of nuclear 
receptors, thereby treating the disease, classified in class 514, subclass 
824 or class 424, subclass 195.17. 

IV. Claim 27, drawn to a method for reducing the size of an atherosclerotic 
plaque or lesion at the aortic sinus of a subject afflicted with 
atherosclerosis comprising administrating to the subject an effective 
amount of crude Dunaliella powder together with one or more activators of 
nuclear receptors, thereby reducing the size of the aortic sinus plaque or 
lesion, classified in class 514, subclass 824 or class 424, subclass 195.17. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions l-IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
four different groups are directed to four different methods of treating four different 
disease conditions comprising the administration of an effective amount of a claim- 
designated plant extract either alone or in combination with other ingredients. 
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The several inventions above are independent and distinct, each from the other. 
The search for each of the above inventions is not co-extensive particularly with regard 
to the literature search. Further a reference which would anticipate the invention of one 
group would not necessarily anticipate or even make obvious another group. Finally, 
the consideration for patentability is different in each case. Thus, it would be an undue 
burden to examine all of the above inventions in one application. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
